It is as ancient as it is noble. I am apt to think that 
it was carried to a very great Height in the Ante-di- 

vian World. I ſay not that the Ark was the firſt 

Great Veſſel that was built to float upon the Wa- 

ters. That was not built for Trade and Com- 

merce; but only to ſave Noah and his Family, and 

the ſeveral Kinds of Creatures which God would 

have preſerv'd from that common Ruin, which the 
Flood brought upon the Earth; to ſave theſe from 
ſinking as Lead in the mighty Waters. And what» 
ever Number of Shipping of another Form there 
might have been at the Time of the Deluge, tis 
plain they could be of no Service to Men, in that 
ſtrange, violent, vniverſal Over- [ 
flow of Water. When the Fountains Cen. 7. 111. 
of the great Deep were broken up, and the Windows of 

Heaven were opened. So that if the violent Guſbings 
of Water from below, did not overſet and ruin em, 
as they were ſufficient to do; yet the vaſt Cata- 

rats that fell from the Windows of Heaven would 

have render'd 'em altogether unſerviceable : and the 

Ark cou'd never have rode thro' it, had there not 2 
been a particular Providence about it; and in this by: 
Reſpect It is made an Emblem of the Church in this 
World; and there's no doing for Her, without a 
very -Particular Providence of God about Her.
